LOST OPPORTUNITY. 
_Ex-Gov. Holden was near being 
canonized on the rolls of martyrdom. 
Never was there a man in our his- 
tory who turned his bad deeds to 
| such good account, and made pro- 
fit of the crimes that cost him his 
man to whom set so powerful a cur- 
rent of party sympathy. Even the 


outraged people for the violation of 
‘their most sacred rights, as time had 
rolled on, began to arouse commiser- 
ation, as if justice had been more 
than sxtisfied and offended law had 
had more than its vindication.

Holden shows 
by his letter that he was unworthy 
of the effort to relieve him. He 
shows that he was rightly deposed 
from his office, because, now, in the 
full light of experience, and with a 
perfect sense, that as the passions of 
the past have ereatly subsided, and 
the principles of constitutional law 
again assert themselves, his acts as 
Governor could only find palliation 
under the influences of the hour. 
He defends his acts and stubbornly 
asserts that he acted under the an- 
thority of the Constitution and the 
law. Time has not changed his 
views, and evidently those other in- 
fluences have not softened his heart. 
Hiseryis for vengeance: The pun- 
ishment meted out to him, he ealls 
down upon others. The miseries 
he has drawn upon himself, he will 
have perpetuated upon his native 
land. Peace and harmony for the | 
nation he would destroy, because he 
disqualified himself for their equal 
enjoyment. 

His friends will regret that he has 
put himself in a position so anlook- 
ed for from his deportment for the 
last few years. ‘Those he chooses to 
cal! his enemies ave now more than 
ever convinced, not only of the jus- 
tice, but the necessity of repressing 
aman who uses the last strength of 


it upon ihe destruetion of that peace 
which might be considered nearly 
secured. And he will now go down 
with the coiscionsness that he has 
unveiled his true character, and will 
sink without an arm stretched out 
him to save,
